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During  the  past  several  months  many  changes  have  occurred  in 
our  Httle  community.  These  changes  have  transpired:  1)  Physi- 
cally, in  the  make-up  of  the  Town;  2)  policy  wise,  in  the  approach 
the  Council  takes  to  its  operations  and  3)  externally,  in  the  way 
we  relate  to  other  governments. 

Physically,  the  Town  has' built  a  new  multi-purpose  barn  at 
the  Little  League  Field  between  280  and  Purissima  Road.  This 
facility  will  house  our  equipment  and  provide  workshops,  admin- 
istrative space  and  storage  for  our  Town  maintenance  activities. 
The  size  of  our  work  force  will  not  increase  but  their  efficiency 
should  through  improved  communications  and  supervision, 
through  reduced  transit  times  to  jobs,  through  improved  equip- 
ment repair  and  through  better  equipment  security.  Additionally, 
we  have  overhauled  the  Little  League  fields  to  broaden  their 
usefulness  to  include  soccer  and  to  reduce  the  playing  hazards. 

The  Town  has  changed  its  appearance  substantially  through 
the  accelerated  construction  of  new  homes  that  has  occurred  to 
the  point  of  using  most  of  our  developable  land.  This  phenomena 
has  illustrated  the  need  for  recreational  facilities  and  open  space 
to  provide  for  both  recreational  activities  and  to  maintain  the 
rural  character  of  the  Town.  We  have  entered  into  a  sales  agree- 
ment to  buy  the  Adobe  Creek  Lodge  faciUty  to  preserve  this 
unique  facility  for  open  space/recreational  use.  We  are  studying 
additional  lands  wherein  those  open  space/recreational  needs 
may  supersede  the  need  for  additional  lots. 

However,  on  the  policy  side,  we  are  well  aware  of  the  elector- 
ate's demand  that  we  control  our  budgets  and  reduce  the  burden 
on  taxpayers.  Therefore,  these  facilities  must  be  self-sustaining. 

We  are  reviewing  our  policy  regarding  Sheriffs  services,  not 
because  of  the  service  quality  which  is  excellent  but  because  the 
county  executive  proposes  to  double  our  rates  next  year  after  a 
large  rate  increase  this  year.  Similariy,  the  fire  protection  services, 
taxed  to  us  but  administered  by  the  county,  need  a  serious  cost 
effectiveness  review.  Tlie  inefficient  burden  proposed  by  Santa 
Clara  County  for  police  and  fire  does  not  appear  reasonable. 
Any  changes  in  the  delivery  of  these  services  must  necessarily 
provide  the  same  or  better  quality.  For  example,  in  fire,  retain 
the  same  fire  protection  rating  or,  in  police,  the  same  level  of 
patrol  coverage,  backup  and  training. 

Also,  to  improve  our  efficiencies  through  economies  of  scale, 
we  are  reviewing  the  annexation  of  similarly  developed  areas 
within  our  urban  service  areas.  Initial  reviews  have  indicated 
these  areas  now  serviced  by  the  county  may  provide  revenues 
greater  than  their  marginal  cost  of  service.  Yet  their  current 
cost  of  service  through  the  county  is  equal  to  and  may  soon 
exceed  ours. 

Finally,  we  are  intensively  exploring  alternate  strategies  to 
fund  open  space/recreational  acquisitions  which  will  benefit 
all  our  citizens. 

We,  as  a  Council,  are  sirivmg  to  incorporate  fundamental 
private  investment  concepts  into  our  budgetary  process  to  ensure 
that  services  we  provide  are  efncienlly  delivered  and  adcc|uate. 
and  that  capital  cxpeiulitures  improve  our  oi^erating  clTicicncics.

MEETING  THE  STAFF 

hi  this  issue  of  ilie  Newsletter  we  would  like  to  introduce  the 
members  of  the  IManning  and  I  iiijinecrini;  Department.  Jolin 
Carlson  is  the  City  Planner  and  City  Engineer.  John  came  lo  Los 
Altos  Hills  just  a  little  over  a  year  ago  after  serving  the  City  of 
Mountain  \'iew  for  12  years.  As  City  Planner.  John  handles  all 
initial  subdivision  plans,  applications  for  zoning  variances,  condi- 
tional use  permits,  arrangements  of  lots.  etc.  In  the  role  of  City 
Engineer  John  follows  a  subdivision  through  to  its  final  stage.  He 
must  check  to  see  that  the  physical  requirements  lor  site  improve- 
ment t'ollow  good  engineering  practices:  must  make  certain  that 
there  is  adequate  storm  drainage  and  sewage  facilities  and  must 
receive  and  study  the  environmental  impact  report,  if  one  is 
required.  On  this  last  subject,  John  said  the  Environmental  Impact 
Law  really  served  to  formalize  what  was  already  being  done  in 
practice  by  city  staffs. 

Since  Los  Altos  Hills  has  only  one  type  of  zoning,  namely, 
single-family  zoning,  John's  position  involves  attention  to  rather  unique  standards.  Mamtaining  the  rural  atmosphere— one  of  the  Town's 
notable  assets— is  an  important  factor  John  must  constantly  consider. 

John  thorouglily  enjoys  his  position— enjoys  the  challenges  it  presents  to  creative  thinking  and  the  rewards  which  are  felt  when  prob- 
lems are  solved. 

-Aiding  John  in  the  Planning  Department  is  Assistant  Planner.  Pat  Webb.  Pat  first  came  to  this  job  in  July.  1979.  as  an  intern  from  San 
Jose  State.  Following  her  internship.  Pat  was  hired  by  the  Town  on  a  part-time  contract.  She  is  still  attending  San  Jose  State,  working 
toward  a  -Master's  Degree. 

Pat's  principal  function  is  "to  make  John's  job  easier."  She  performs  support  services  for  the  various  committees,  such  as  Traffic  and 
Public  Safety  and  Pathways:  helps  put  together  staff  reports  for  the  Planning  Commission:  and  annually  inspects  facilities  which  have  con- 
ditional use  permits,  such  as  commercial  stables.  Pat  also  frequently  walks  the  site  and  collects  data  when  a  prospective  developer  submits 
a  map  for  a  subdivision.  Recently.  Pat  helped  to  formulate  the  questions  asked  in  the  tennis  court  survey  and  she  compiled  the  data  t>om 
that  survey  for  members  of  the  Planning  Commission.  Through  her  studies  and  her  day-to-day  work.  Pat  is  a  tlrm  believer  in  urban 
planning  and  is  looking  forward  to  working  full-time  in  this  field. 

Serving  the  Planning  StatT  as  secretary  is  Ethel  Hopkins.  Ethel  has  been  a  staff  member  for  three  and  a  half  years.  After  raising  a  family, 
she  graduated  from  San  Jose  State  with  a  degree  in  English  and  eight  days  later  she  was  working  for  the  Town.  Part  of  Ethel's  job  includes 
preparing  the  agendas,  distributing  the  statT  reports  and  taking  the  minutes  for  the  Planning  Commission  meetings.  It's  an  extremely  busy 
and  challenging  job  which  Ethel  describes  as  '"lots  of  fun."  She  enjoys  meeting  people  and  says  that  her  working  associates  are  ver>'  sup- 
portive of  each  other.

HISTORY  OF  HILLS  LITTLE  LEAGUE 

Tlie  Los  -Altos  Hills  Little  League  was  formed  in  1960  through 
the  energetic  efforts  of  a  group  of  families  who  wanted  to  provide 
a  sat'e  place  in  our  town  for  their  children  to  play  baseball.  It 
started  with  about  50  boys  ages  9  to  12.  playing  on  two  make- 
shift llelds  on  property  leased  from  the  school  district. 

In  1969  the  Town  purchased  the  property,  a  third  field  was 
added  and  new  lences  and  backstops  were  constructed.  In  1972 
the  present  building  housing  the  snack  bar.  restrooms.  and  equip- 
ment was  added,  and  just  three  years  ago  the  parking  area  was 
paved  and  a  temporary  safety  fence  was  erected. 

The  league  has  now  grown  to  over  450  boys  and  girls,  ages 
8  lo  18,  over  807c  of  whom  are  residents  of  Los  Altos  Hills.  Tlie 
fields  are  busy  six  or  seven  days  a  week  from  April  through  June, 
with  many  new  friendships  being  made  on  the  fields  and  in  the 
bleachers.  In  recent  years  the  gopher  population  and  motiier 
nature  combined  to  make  the  playing  surface  unsafe.  Therefore, 
the  Town  has  resurfaced  the  fields,  installed  sprinklers,  and  will 
maintain  them  in  a  safe  and  playable  condition.  Rural  fencing 
is  also  being  installed.

In  September  of  1978,  Westwind  4-H  Riding  for  the  Handi- 
capped held  its  first  riding  session  at  Westwind  Bam  in  Los  Altos 
Hills.  As  one  startled  bystander  remarked,  "You  couldn't  move 
without  tripping  over  a  wheelchair."  There  were  18  riders,  a 
dozen  horses  and  a  veritable  army  of  untrained  volunteers.  Head 
Instructor  James  Forderer,  a  veteran  of  five  previous  handicapped 
riding  programs,  matched  children,  horses,  and  volunteers  and 
conducted  two  riding  lessons  with  an  aplomb  that  belied  his 
underlying  astonishment  at  the  sheer  numbers. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Westwind  program  has  been  an  all- 
volunteer  community  involvement  operation.  The  only  charge 
to  the  participants  has  been  for  the  insurance  (Si. 50).  Horses 
used  in  the  lessons  are  loaned,  transported  and  handled  through- 
out the  riding  sessions  by  their  owner/volunteers.  All  the  side- 
walkers  are  volunteers  as  are  the  instructors  and  organizers. 
Funds  for  helmets,  safety  belts,  mailings,  photography -have 
come  from  donations  and  a  benefit  held  last  April.  With  many 
childien  waiting  and  hoping  for  a  chance  to  join  the  progra.m. 
Weslwind  4-11  needs  help  in  every  area  in  order  to  expand.  Top 
priiirily  at  present  is  lo  acquire  and  siijiporl  horses,  thus  insuring 
coiiliiiualioii  of  the  riding  lessons  in  the  event  of  tlag^ing  interest 
on  the  part  i»f  (hose  who  ate  curreiilly  loaning  horses.  Small, 
sound  horses  with  genlle.  tractable  dis)>osili»)iis  aie  being  sought. 


Community  support  groups  have  made  these  riding  lessons 
possible  and  have  added  a  comprelionsive  aspect  that  has  made 
Westwind  unique  among  programs  of  tliis  type: 
Girl  Scouts  -  organized  a  Christmas  party 
Junior  Riders  -  organized  an  Easter  party 
Service  Club  of  St.  Francis  Higli  -  donated  materials  for  and 
constructed  a  ramp  to  facilitate  loading  of  students  from 
wheelchair  to  horseback 
Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills  -  furnished   the   barn    and   riding 

facilities 
Berry    Hill    Farm   -   provided    covered    arena    for   inclement 

weather 
Portola  Valley   Pony  Club  and  members  of  the  California 
Dressage    Society   -  provided    the    entertainment  at   the 
benefit  and  arranged  for  the  donation  of  a  surcingle 
Two  local  4-H  clubs,  Los  Montanitas  and  Vista  4-H,  have 
committed  themselves  to  helping  the  program.  In  particular,  the 
4-H  "non-horse"  programs  have  brought  the  children  from  the 
Vista  and  Westwind  4-H  groups  together.

REMINDER  FROM  THE  PATHWAY  COMMITTEE 

You  can  help  your  Town  keep  its  costs  down  by  assisting  with 
the  spring  clearing  of  roadside  paths  that  border  your  property. 
.All  vegetation  should  be  cleared;  all  shrubbery  should  be  pruned 
back  to  your  property  line;  trees  should  be  pruned  to  the  height 
of  12  feet;  obstructions  should  be  removed  from  the  path;  and 
mailboxes  should  be  moved  either  to  the  inside  or  the  outside 
edge  of  the  path  in  accordance  with  the  Postmaster's  preference. 

Paths  that  need  more  improvement  than  you  can  handle 
sliould  be  reported  to  the  Town  staff,  giving  exact  location  and 
repair  needed.  If  you  are  paving  your  driveway  this  year,  ask  your 
contractor  to  roughen  that  part  of  the  driveway  that  crosses  the 
path. 

By  aiding  the  Town  with  these  few  simple  measures,  you  will 
help  keep  pedestrians,  equestrians,  jogj-crs  and  bicyclists  moving 
safely  through  the  Town. 


HOW  EXTENSIVE  THE  HILLS? 

Hilhin  the  Town  boundaries,  there  are  about  5.400  acres. 
There  are  also  approximately  3.700  acres  of  unincorporated  area 
withm  the  Town  sphere  of  influence. 

From  the  northernmost  point  (off  the  end  of  Gerth  Lane)  to 
the  southernmost  (at  the  end  of  Ravensbury),  the  distance  is 
5.37  miles  as  the  crow  flies.  The  easteriy  edge  of  Town  (at  the 
Summerhill  and  Magdalena  intersection)  measures  3.85  miles 
from  the  westeriy  point  (at  Page  Mill  between  Central  Drive  and 
Buena  Vista  Drive). 


REPORT  FROM  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL 
DESIGN  COMMITTEE  ON  EARTHQUAKES 

Most  of  California  is  seismically  active.  The  problem  is  so 
intense  that  the  State  Legislature  has  supported  a  Joint  Committee 
on  Seismic  Safety  which  has  been  in  operation  since  1969.  The 
following  are  guidelines  for  seismic  safety  measures  and  policies: 
1)  thoughtful  land  use  decisions  are  fundamental  to  seismic 
safety;  2)  when  contemplating  grading  or  construction  in  seismic 
areas,  one  should  first  consider  the  stability  of  the  underlying 
geologic  formations;  and  3)  in  a  seismic  region  like  California, 
decision  makers  should  observe  one  invaluable  rule  of  thumb, 
namely  that  every  significant  structure  in  Cahfomia  can  be 
expected  to  undergo  at  least  one  major  earthquake  in  its  lifetime. 

The  major  seismic  hazards  in  Los  Altos  Hills  relate  to  ground 
shaking,  ground  failure  and  surface  faulting. 

A.  Ground  Shaking: 

It  would  appear  that  the  greatest  shaking  intensity'  would 
occur  along  the  valley  fioors  in  the  Town  where  unconsoli- 
dated alluvial  deposits  exist.  These  would  include  the  Adobe. 
Purissima.  .Matadero  and  Barron  Creek  areas  in  particular. 
Since  most  of  the  development  in  Los  Altos  Hills  is  of  one  or 
two  story  wood-trame  construcrion.  it  is  not  anticipated  that 
widespread  major  structural  failures  from  shaking  would  be 
expected  in  the  Town.  However,  wood-frame  structures  lack- 
ing lateral  bracing  adequate  to  resist  seismic  forces,  may  suffer 
structural  failure.  Any  unreinforced  brick  or  concrete  struc- 
tures could  receive  considerable  damage. 
The  schools  all  have  been  built  under  the  Field  Act  and  should 
theretore  meet  current  building  standards  with  respect  to 
expected  shaking. 

B.  Ground  Failure: 

It  is  very  difficult  to  anticipate  the  extent  of  probable 
ground  lailurc  in  Los  Altos  Hills  in  response  to  seismic  shaking. 
There  have  been  no  strong  earthquakes  atTecting  the  Town,  or 
even  the  rest  o['  the  Bay  Area,  since  the  vast  hillside  areas  have 
been  developed  after  the  1906  earthquake.  Experts  agree  that 
many  seismic  induced  land  failures  in  the  hills  in  the  Bay  Area 
are  certain  to  occur,  especially  where  man  has  disturbed  the 
natural  slope  equilibrium  througli  cutting,  filling  and  placing 
structures.  In  Los  Altos  Hills,  the  basic  stabihty  of  hillside 
materials  vary  and  some  are  more  resistant  to  failure  than 
others.  By  and  large,  however,  the  basic  stability  of  the  hillside 
areas  appears  moderate  to  high. 

C.  Surface  Faulting: 

The  major  fault  of  concern  in  the  Los  Altos  Hills  Planning 
Area   is   iho    HIack    Mountain    Fault.

CALIFORNIA  CRIME  WATCH 


George  Deukmejian.  Attorney  General,  recently  began  work 
on  a  statewide  plan  to  restore  public  safety  in  the  80's.  called 
California  Crime  Watch.  The  goal  of  this  plan  is  to  conduct  a 
coordinated,  vigorous  and  effective  statewide  crime  prevention 
crusade  to  reduce  crime  and  violence  during  the  next  decade. 

This  goal  can  be  achieved  if  governmental  and  private  sector 
leaders  throughout  California  work  together  to:  (1)  promote  an 
informed  public  which  will  support  retention  and  expansion  of 
effective  local  crime  prevention  programs;  (2)  educate  actual  and 
potential  crime  victims  how  to  better  protect  themselves,  their 
homes,  means  of  transportation,  businesses,  schools,  parks  and 
other  recreation  areas;  (3)  develop  a  more  responsible  admini- 
stration of  criminal  justice  to  vigorously  and  effectively  locale, 
identify,  apprehend,  convict  and  punish  criminals;  and  (4)  deter 
actual  and  potential  criminals  by  warning  them  of  the  increased 
likelihood  of  apprehension  and  conviction  and  of  the  enhanced 
probability  of  grave  punishment  should  those  warnings  be  ignored.

ARASTRADERO  ROAD  BICYCLE/ 
PEDESTRIAN  PATH  PROJECT 


At  the  February  20.  1980  council  meeting,  a  resolution  was 
adopted  approving  and  authorizing  execution  of  a  Joint  Powers 
Agreement  between  Los  .Altos  Hills,  the  County  of  Santa  Clara 
and  the  City  of  Palo  Alto  concerning  the  Arastradero  Road 
Bicycle  Path. 

The  proposed  path,  approximately  one-half  mile  in  length, 
will  extend  from  Deer  Creek  (where  the  Arastradero  Safety 
Improvements  Project  bike  path  ends)  to  the  western  city  limits, 
through  the  unincorporated  area  of  the  county  (Stanford  lands), 
ending  at  Purissima  Road  in  Los  Altos  Hills.  This  path  will  pro- 
vide an  urgently  needed,  sate  travel  route  for  bicyclists  and 
pedestrians  appro.ximately  parallel  to  a  narrow,  winding,  haz- 
ardous stretch  of  Arastradero  Road.

BURGLARY  ALARM  ORDINANCE 

Not  having  a  burglary  may  now  cost  Hills'  alarm  owners 
S25.00.  W^en  anything  other  than  a  burglar  activates  an  alarm 
and  brings  the  Sheriff  to  your  residence  for  the  third  time,  the 
Town  will  bill  the  owner  for  a  false  alarm. 

Falsely  ringing  alarms  are  useless  to  their  owners  and  costly 
to  the  Town.  They  have  been  costing  the  Town  up  to  S4,000  per 
year  in  additional  law  enforcement  time.  Some  alarm  owners 
have  had  up  to  six  false  alarms  per  month. 

Under  a  recently  passed  Los  Altos  Hills  ordinance,  alarm 
owners  are  granted  two  free  false  alarms.  A  S25.00  service  charge 
will  be  imposed  upon  the  third  and  each  ensuing  false  alarm 
during  a  twelve  month  alarm  period.  The  alarm  period  will  begin 
on  the  date  of  the  first  alarm.  Succeeding  alarm  periods  will 
begin  on  the  anniversary  of  the  first  false  alarm. 

Alarm  owners  who  make  contact  with  the  law  enforcement 
agency  of  the  Town  before  responding  units  arrive  will  not  be 
charged  with  a  false  alarm.  Mechanical  malfunctions  will  be  con- 
sidered false  alarms. 

The  false  alarm  citation  will  be  mailed  lo  the  alarm  owner  and 
is  due  and  payable  williin  riflceii  iLiys.  Any  person  viukiiiiig  this 
()riliiiain.e  will  he  subject  lo  a  Inn.-  up  in  S>0.  Owiiets  ma\  appeal 
III  uiiliii}.'  to  llic  (ily  CoiiiKil  .iikI  :iII  ChuikiI  iKxisioiis  will  he 
fiii.il.
